Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

James  R.  Flaherty,  M.  D.,  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  1967.  Thomas  W.  Haley 
was  elected  to  serve  as  vice-chairman  and  Leo  F.  St.  Amand  as 
clerk. 

At  the  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  voted  to 
adopt  the  Rules  and  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Palmer  as  proposed  by  Dr.  Flaherty.  This  thirteen 
article  policy  represents  the  first  written  procedures  that  define 
the  method  under  which  the  Board  will  operate. 

The  Town  of  Hampden  was  granted  permission  to  use  the 
lockup  facilities  at  the  Police  Station  for  the  detention  of 
prisoners.  The  Town  of  Hampden  will  pay  the  Town  of  Palmer 
$200  per  year  plus  the  cost  of  the  meals  for  the  prisoners. 

The  Board  voted  to  send  a  letter  of  intent  of  the  Town  of 
Palmer  to  participate  in  the  National  Community  Shelter  Plan- 
ning Program  to  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Planning 
Commission.  This  action  will  make  it  possible  for  the  Town  to 
receive  aid  for  certain  community  needs  as  defined  in  the  federal 
program. 

The  Board  voted  to  provide  liability  insurance  at  Bradley's 
Pond,  Thorndike,  so  that  it  could  be  available  for  community 
use  as  a  wintertime  recreational  area. 

Michael  Szwed,  chairman  of  the  Town  Administration  Building 
Committee  reported  that  its  work  was  completed.  He  requested 
that  the  committee  be  discharged  and  the  unexpended  funds 
revert  to  the  general  funds.  The  Board  expressed  its  appre- 
ciation to  the  chairman  and  the  committee  members  who  had 
served  the  Town  in  this  capacity.  The  Committee  was  discharged 
at  the  June  12  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  extended  the  congratulations  of  the  community 
to  the  members  of  the  Palmer  High  School  basketball  team  and 
to  Coach  David  Lynch  and  his  assistants  for  winning  the  Western 
Massachusetts  Small  Schools  Championship  in  Springfield. 

The  Memorial  Hail  Building  is  being  rewired  in  the  upstairs 
area,  a  railing  was  added  for  safety  and  convenience  on  the 
outside  steps,  and  a  bulkhead  was  replaced. 

The  Town  Infirmary  buildings  on  the  Old  Warren  Road  were 
recognized  as  an  eyesore  and  a  public  hazard.  The  Board  author- 
ized Robert  E.  Calkins  to  raze  the  buildings  for  the  sum  of  $145 
with  a  90  day  contract  limit.  Mr.  Calkins  completed  the  contract 
in  92  days  despite  adverse  weather  conditions  to  the  complete 
satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  permitted  all  town  offices  to  be  closed  on  Satur- 
days from  April  1  through  October  28  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  265  of  the  Acts  of  1947. 

The  Pee  Wee  Baseball  Fields  on  Old  Warren  Road  had  the 
large  washout  filled  in  by  the  Highway  Department.  The  dugouts 
were  roofed.  The  fields  have  been  maintained  in  good  playing 
conditon  for  the  young  baseball  enthusiasts. 

A  wage  schedule  was  adopted  by  the  Board  effective  May  1, 
1967  for  the  employees  of  the  Highway  Department. 

The  Board  signed  a  quitclaim  deed  from  the  Town  of  Palmer 

to  Tampax,  Incorporated  with  reference  to  four  parcels  of  land. 
This  was  done  in  accordance  with  Article  61  of  the  1967  Town 
Warrant. 
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William  F.  Moran,  chairman  of  the  School  Needs  Committee, 
presented  the  Committee's  report  to  the  Board.  It  noted  that  a 
one  year  study  of  the  Palmer  School  System  indicated  that: 
1.  there  would  soon  be  a  critical  need  for  classroom  space  in 
Palmer,  2.  a  new  high  school  should  be  constructed,  and  3.  the 
current  high  school  should  be  converted  to  a  middle  school.  The 
Board  accepted  the  report  as  submitted,  expressed  its  appreciation 
for  the  service  rendered  by  its  members,  and  discharged  the 
committee. 

The  Board  recognized  as  bargaining  committee  members  of 
the  Palmer  Police  Association,  Incorporated  the  following:  Patrol- 
men Sidney  W.  Clark,  Robert  R.  Couture,  and  John  Noga,  with 
Attorney  Edward  R.  Gallagher  as  their  legal  advisor.  The  issues 
coveiea  in  aadition  to  wages  were:  extra  police  duty,  seniority, 
hours  of  work,  grievance  procedures,  safety  committee,  longevity 
and  pre-scheduled  events  duty.  All  Board  members  attended  the 
negotiations  meetings  and  Chief  of  Police  William  E.  Holt  was 
also  present.  The  economic  provisions  of  this  collective  bargaining 
agreement  are  subject  to  approval  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  voted  to  take  all  steps  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  implementation  schedule  established  by  the  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control.  The  land-taking  for  the  Palmer  sewage  system 
is  included  as  a  1968  warrant  article.  It  is  essential  to  the 
progress  of  this  community  that  the  townspeople  support  the 
article.  Although  the  reimbursement  percentage  has  risen  since 
the  original  planning,  the  rise  in  construction  costs  makes  delay 
unwise.  It  is  equally  imperative  to  stop  polluting  our  rivers  and 
streams  so  that  they  can  be  returned  to  recreational  use. 

The  Board  adopted  a  sick  leave  policy  effective  January  1,  1968 
for  all  town  employees  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen. The  purpose  of  this  policy  is  to  establish  uniform  and 
equal  treatment  of  all  town  employees  under  the  Board. 

The  Board  purchased  a  sign-making  machine  capable  of 
manufacturing  street  signs  and  stop  signs.  Materials  were  ordered 
that  will  make  it  possible  to  produce  reflective  signs  that  will 
be  more  efficient  and  safer  in  the  night  hours.  The  signs  are 
now  made  by  the  Highway  employees;  the  signs  had  been  previous- 
ly made  at  the  state  prison  and  there  were  often  delays  of  many 
months  in  filling  orders. 

The  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Bondsville  Fire  Chief 
Patrick  M.  Hayes  with  regret.  The  Board  acknowledged  the  fine 
service  rendered  by  him.  Andrew  Galanski,  Jr.,  of  33  South 
Main  Street,  Bondsville,  was  appointed  as  Town  Fire  Engineer 
to  replace  Mr.  Hayes. 

The  Board  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  Herbert  W.  Bishop 
who  served  as  Selectman  from  1947  to  1955.  It  recognized  the 
contributions  made  by  him  during  his  terms  of  office  and  joined 
his  family  in  mourning  his  loss. 

The  Board  offers  its  best  wishes  to  Patrolman  Almanzar  J. 
Renaud,  a  twenty-nine  year  veteran  of  the  Police  Department, 
who  retired  on  December  31.  During  his  career  he  was  credited 
with  several  arrests  that  won  him  commendations.  Melvin  Marcy 
was  appointed  a  patrolman  in  the  Police  Department  in  accordance 
with  Civil  Service  regulations. 

The  Board  is  deeply  grateful  to  the  many  dedicated  citizens 
who  have  willingly  accepted  the  invitation  to  serve  on  the  various 
committees  appointed  by  it.  These  citizens  serve  as  volunteers 
for  jobs  that  require  many  hours  of  devoted  labor.  The  Board 
has  consistently  made  its  appointments  with  the  thought  of  secur- 
ing capable  and  talented  people  who  are  concerned  with  the 
need  of  the  entire  community.    In  another  first,  the  Board  has 
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also  adopted  the  policy  of  naming  women  to  these  committees 
and  they  have  proved  to  be  excellent  public  servants,  donating 
many  hours  of  research  time  to  supplement  the  committee  work. 

The  Board  appointed  an  advisory  technical  committee  to 
work  with  the  Selectmen  on  cable  television  problems  and  to 
assist  in  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  Pioneer  Cable- 
vision,  Incorporated.  Members  of  this  committee  are:  Earl  Benoit, 
Raymond  Chudy,  Grayson  C.  Davis,  Maurice  R.  O'Dell,  Charles 
Sibik  and  Alphonse  Warka. 

Leon  Comfort  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  as  the 
alternate  representative  to  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional 
Planning  Commission. 

The  Board  appointed  an  Appeals  Board  as  required  under  the 
adoption  of  the  subdivision  control  law  that  went  into  effect  on 
January  13,  1967.  The  members  are:  (three  year  term,  expire.*; 
1970),  Joseph  Marchelewicz  and  Noe  Monat;  (two  year  term, 
expires  1969),  Merritt  Sibley  and  Joseph  Duda;  (one  year  term, 
expires  1968),  Gordon  Dean  Stewart  Swain  was  named  ai^  an 
alternate  member. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Conservation  Committee  to  advise 
the  Selectmen  in  regard  to  the  preservation  and  usage  of  open 
lands  within  the  township.  Serving  on  this  committee  are:  Richard 
Laviolette,  David  Johnson,  Donald  Fountain,  Edward  Reynolds. 
Andrew  Roman,  Boguslaus  Gula,  Mrs.  Norma  Benoit,  William 
Wadas  and  Mrs.  Marion  Hayes. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Recreation  Committee  to  study  the 
community's  needs  in  this  area  and  to  formulate  a  plan  to  sub- 
mit to  the  townspeople  for  approval.  The  members  of  this 
committee  are:  Kenneth  Hannum,  Mrs.  Lorraine  Bothers,  Gerald 
Aliengena,  Edwin  Rehor,  Mrs.  Ann  Drozdowski,  John  Skowronek, 
Mrs.  Marilyn  MacDougall,  Joseph  Courchesne  and  Mrs  Arlene 
Shea. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Rationing  Board  in  response  to  the 
request  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Serving  on  this 
board  are:  Warren  Tyler,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Cain,  Mrs.  Frances  Rooney, 
Dr.  Louis  J.  Pereira,  Jr.,  and  Peter  S.  Piechota. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Palmer  High  School  Site  and  Building 
Committee.  Its  members  are:  Joseph  T.  Kaczmarczyk,  Bruce  S. 
French,  F.  Norman  Fountain,  Mrs.  Kathryn  M.  Flaherty,  Edward 
J.  Drozdowski,  Charles  L.  Reagan,  Ladislaus  A.  Baldyga,  Chester 
G.  Motyka.  and  Charles  D.  Pranaitis. 

The  Board  appointed  an  eleven  member  Palmer  Industrial 
and  Development  Committee.  Its  members  are:  James  R.  Fla- 
herty, M.D.,  Thomas  W.  Haley,  Leo  F.  St.  Amand.  Gordon  H. 
Christiansen,  Linwood  F.  Thompson,  Chester  Gronostalski,  Arthur 
C.  Lincoln,  Theodore  N.  Bonnayer,  Andrew  W.  Frydryk,  Alexander 
W.  Tobias,  and  Walter  W.  Krawiec.  Governor  John  Volpe  sisned 
the  bill  of  incorporation  as  the  Palmer  Industrial  Development 
Corporation  on  September  13,  1967.  Under  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  corporation  became  effective  on 
December  13,  1967.  Palmer  is  one  of  the  two  communities  among 
the  351  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  to  have  such  a  corpora- 
tion. One  of  its  many  powers  is  to  provide  interest-free  mortgage 
bonds  for  the  building  of  new  industrial  plants. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  all  of 
the  Town  Emplovees  in  the  various  Departments  and  agencies 
who  keep  the  public  services  and  offices  ©Derating  in  a  smooth 
and  efficient  manner.  The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
cooperation  and  a«:sistance  it  has  received  from  the  various  elec- 
ted boards  and  officials.  The  Board  thanks  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Palmer  for  the  privilege  of  serving  them  in  this  office

The  year  of  1967  was  a  continued  year  of  growth  for  your 
Library,  we  had  a  7%  gain  in  our  total  circulation  and  hope  this 
year  to  reach  the  magic  figure  of  60,000  books  circulated.  This  will 
mean  that  approximately  6  books  were  loaned  by  each  person  in 
the  Town  of  Palmer. 

The  Bookmobile  continues  to  play  a  very  important  part  in  our 
total  circulation  figure  contributing  about  43%  of  the  total.  With 
this  in  mind  the  Trustees  have  completed  arrangements  to  purchase 
a  slightly  newer  vehicle  with  more  book  capacity.  This  vehicle 
should  be  in  service  by  March  1st. 

A  small  group  of  interested  townspeople  have  met  three  times 
during  the  past  year  to  form  a  group  called  "Friends  of  the  Libra- 
ry". This  group  at  present  is  still  in  its  infancy,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  this  group  will  play  an  important 
part  in  making  the  community  more  aware  of  the  services  and 
needs  of  the  Library. 

It  is  our  intention  during  the  coming  year  to  make  some  more 
interior  renovations  that  will  make  our  present  operating  set-up  a 
little  more  efficient. 

Mrs.  Gordon  Dean  will  definitely  retire  on  August  1,  1968.  Mrs. 
Dean  consented  to  stay  with  us  this  past  year  since  we  found  it 
quite  a  task  to  find  a  qualified  person  to  assume  the  position  of 
Head  Librarian.  It  is  our  hope  that  between  now  and  August  1st 
we  will  find  the  type  of  individual  that  will  be  a  genuine  asset  to 
the  community. 

We  once  again  appreciate  the  many  donations  of  time,  talent, 
books,  magazines  and  treasures  by  our  numerous  patrons  and  bor- 
rowers. 

With  the  continued  support  of  our  community,  we  the  Trustees 
and  the  Staff  will  endeavor  to  make  the  Palmer  Public  Library  be- 
come an  even  more  meaningful  part  of  this  Town.

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  continues  to  take  its  toll  of  Elm 
Trees.  During  the  past  year  79  diseased  trees  were  removed  in 
accordance  with  the  sanitation  code. 

Research  has  not  been  able  to  come  up  with  any  solution 
to  combat  the  fungus  causing  the  death  of  the  Elm  Tree.  Sanita- 
tion and  spraying  of  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle  the  known  carrier  of 
the  disease  are  the  only  practical  methods  of  containment. 

Effective  June  1,  1968  the  use  of  D.  D.  T.  as  a  spray  for  insect 
control  has  been  banned  by  the  State  Pesticide  Board.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  subm.it  my  annual  report  of  the  police  department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

During  1967  845  complaints  were  issued  against  654  defendants, 
580  males  and  70  females.  Delinquent  complaints  were  issued 
against  41  juveniles.  The  cruisers  covered  130,144  miles  in  motor 
patrol.  277  summons  were  served  for  other  departments. 

Palmer  had  only  one  fatal  accident  during  the  year.  This  acci- 
dent occurred  December  21,  at  Cooley  Bridge,  83  persons  suffered 
injuries  in  47  accidents  and  an  additional  75  accidents  resulted  in 
property  damage. 

Patrolman  Almanzar  J.  Renaud,  having  reached  the  maximum 
age  of  65  retired  December  31,  1967  after  32  years  of  faithful  serv- 
ice, 18  of  which  he  spent  as  a  regular  patrolman.  Melvin  L.  Marcy 
was  appointed  a  regular  patrolman  October  15,  1967,  so  the  number 
of  patrolmen  remains  the  same. 

Two  of  our  patrolmen,  Robert  S.  Kennedy  and  Melvin  L.  Mar- 
cy attended  a  mandatory  Municipal  Police  Training  Course  in  Riot 
Control,  Use  of  Firearms,  Criminal  and  Motor  Vehicle  Law  and 
Court  Procedure  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Westfield.  All 
newly  appointed  police  officers  must  take  this  course  within  six 
months  of  their  appointment. 

We  acquired  an  additional  2  way  radio  last  year.  These  are 
working  out  very  well  and  now  each  foot  patrolman  can  keep  in 
contact  with  headquarters  at  all  times. 

Our  School  Crossing  Guards  at  each  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
within  the  Town  are  to  be  complimented  on  the  excellent  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  and  townspeople  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Palmer.  Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The  Park  Commissioners  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report 
for  1967. 

The  facilities  of  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  of  Palmer  cob 
tinue  to  be  used  and  enjoyed  extensively  by  the  townspeople. 

Legion  Field  for  many  years  the  envy  of  all  athletes  visiting 
here  to  participate  in  sports  is  definitely  showing  its  wear  because 
of  its  extensive  use. 

In  its  1965  annual  report  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select- 
men the  Park  Commissioners  at  that  time  recommended  that 
some  thought  be  given  to  the  feasibility  of  reconditioning  the 
field. 

In  the  1968  town  warrant  under  Article  29  the  present  board 
of  Park  Commissioners  is  asking  for  funds  so  that  once  again 
Legion  Field  may  take  its  place  among  the  better  athletic  fields 
in  the  state. 

On  Legion  Field  another  softball  field  was  laid  out  to 
replace  the  one  lost  when  the  new  addition  to  the  High  School 
was  built.  The  garage  roof  had  to  be  re-shingled  because  of 
damage  caused  by  vandalism.  Also  a  new  blacktop  sidewalk 
starting  at  the  High  School  and  extending  easterly  to  Walnut 
Street  was  laid. 

At  all  of  our  playgrounds  new  swings  and  teeter  boards 
replaced  old  broken  ones,  and  all  playground  equipment  painted. 

At  Old  Burleigh  Park,  North  Main  Street,  Depot  Village, 
new  playground  equipment  was  installed  and  at  New  Burleigh 
Park,  Warren  Road,  new  equipment  purchased  and  will  be 
installed  by  the  Park  Department  crew  as  soon  as  weather 
permits. 

This  will  bring  the  number  of  playgrounds  in  the  town  to 
six  (6). 

Thanks  to  our  Park  Department  crew  who  brave  the  elements 
of  winter  weather  night  after  night,  skating  was  enjoyed  on  all 
five  (5)  skating  rinks  of  the  town.  The  blacktop  rink  in  Bondsville 
was  sealed.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Charles  Bradley  and 
Mr.  Horace  Orzulak  a  fifth  rink  located  on  Main  Street,  Thorn- 
dike  (known  as  Bradley's  pond)  is  being  cared  for  by  the  Park 
Department  crew  for  the  children  of  Thorndike.  Lights  have 
been  installed  there  for  night  skating. 

The  wading  pool  on  Eager  Playground,  Palmer,  was  used  exten- 
sively by  children  through  the  age  of  ten  years  old. 

Because  of  the  success  of  the  wading  pool  on  Eager  Play- 
ground and  because  the  swimming  pool  at  New  Burleigh  Park, 
Warren  Road  was  closed  in  1964  on  recommendation  of  the 
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Health  Board,  the  present  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  voted  to 
build  another  wading  pool  at  this  park.  In  the  spring  of  '67 
new  toilets  were  installed  at  this  park  to  replace  the  two  that 
were  broken  by  vandalism. 

The  Nativity  Scene  on  Hryniewicz  Memorial  Park,  Three 
Rivers,  which  is  set  up  annually  by  the  Three  Rivers  Chamber 
of  Commerce  again  attracted  much  attention. 

In  keeping  with  the  beautification  of  our  Parks  and  Memorial 
Plots  a  four  foot  high,  green  plastic  coated  chain  link  fence  was 
installed  on  Memorial  Walk,  Palmer. 

The  bank  perimeter  of  Legion  Field  is  barren  in  many 
spots.  Seeding  has  proved  ineffective  because  of  youngsters 
stomping  up  and  down.  To  overcome  this  and  beautify  the 
banking  at  the  same  time,  spreading  junipers  were  planted. 

At  Eager  Playground,  which  had  a  shortage  of  trees,  shade 
and  ornamental  ones  were  planted  to  dress  up  and  beautify  the 
area. 

At  Hryniewicz  Memorial  Park,  Three  Rivers,  the  older 
trees  were  in  dire  need  of  fertilization.  These  trees  were  fertil- 
ized in  an  effort  to  keep  them  as  long  as  possible  in  order  to 
give  the  younger  ones  which  have  been  planted  a  chance  to 
gain  some  growth. 

In  other  Parks  and  Memorial  Plots  a  tree  and  shrubbery 
feeding  program  was  carried  out  namely:  Memorial  Walk;  World 
War  2  Memorial  Plot,  Converse  Street;  Memorial  Boulders  in 
Thorndike  and  Bondsville. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  children 
and  adults  of  the  Town  for  their  consideration  while  using  the 
facilities  made  available  to  them  throughout  the  year.  Also,  to 
our  Superintendent  Mike  Russo  and  his  assistants. 

A  special  thanks  to  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  help  and  guidance  whenever  needed.

During  the  month  of  March,  1967,  this  board  appointed  mem- 
ber Wilfred  J.  Laviolette  to  represent  the  town  of  Palmer  at  all 
future  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Development  Commission's 
meetings. 

On  June  11,  a  special  town  meeting  was  held  at  the  Palmer 
High  School,  the  primary  which  concerned  discussion  and  action 
on  a  zoning  by-law  for  the  town  of  Palmer.  Our  townspeople 
voted  against  approving  such  a  move. 

During  the  month  of  December,  1967,  this  board  met  with 
the  Selectmen  and  members  of  the  Conservation  Committee  and 
also  with  the  Recreation  Committee.  Mr.  Edward  Bayon,  represen- 
ting the  Tighe  &  Bond  Engineering  Consulting  Firm  of  Holyoke, 
Massachusetts,  was  also  present. 

Our  board  was  advised  to  kindly  look  into  the  cost  of 
commencing  a  Master  Plan  study,  and  to  report  to  the  Selectmen  at 
an  early  date.

Gentlemen: 

A  major  legislative  goal  was  attained  this  past  year  with  the 
signing  into  law  of  the  Veterans'  Pension  and  Readjustment  Act 
of  1967  which  became  effective  on  October  1,  1967.  Millions 
of  veterans,  their  widows  and  dependent  children  will  enjoy 
an  improved  status  as  a  direct  result  of  this  most  important  law. 
Essentially,  the  law  defines  all  persons  with  service  from  August 
5,  1964  as  "war  veterans"  and  grants  them  equal  rights  with  all 
previous  war  veterans  relative  to  service-connected  compensation 
and  hospitalization  rights,  and  gives  them  or  their  survivors 
rights  to  pension,  burial  allowances,  civil  service  preference, 
increased  educational  allowances^  loan  privileges  and  a  host  of 
other  benefits.  Older  veterans,  who  have  reached  the  age  of  65, 
will  now  be  automatically  considered  totally  disabled  for  pen- 
sion purposes,  but  must  meet  the  specified  income  requirements 
as  in  the  past  Pensioners  who  are  patients  in  nursing  homes  will 
also  be  presumed  to  be  in  need  of  aid  and  attendance  and  will 
qualify  for  an  additional  allowance  of  $100  per  month  in  addition 
to  their  regular  pension  benefits.  This  feature  has  also  been 
extended  to  seriously  disabled  widows  of  veterans  who  are  in 
receipt  of  pension  provided  they  meet  the  established  require- 
ments and  they  may  qualify  for  an  additional  $50  per  month. 

A  recent  comment  on  the  Veterans'  Administration  by  the 
American  Enterprise  Institute,  a  non-governmental  research 
agency,  points  out  that  .  .  .  "despite  the  growing  veteran  popula- 
tion, the  expenditures  of  the  VA  have  actually  declined  from 
$6.5  billion  in  1948  to  $6.4  billion  in  1967.  It  is  quite  obvious 
then  that  the  Federal  Government  has  been  extremely  conserv- 
ative in  the  establishment  of  programs  for  the  benefit  of  the  na- 
tion's veterans  and  their  dependents." 

On  the  local  level,  a  recent  survey  disclosed  that  there  are 
about  14  Palmer  residents  serving  in  the  Vietnam  area.  Sixteen 
young  men  have  reported  completion  of  their  active  duty  in 
the  armed  forces  this  past  year.  Death  claimed  24  of  our  veterans 
during  the  year.  Claims  for  compensation  or  pension  benefits 
were  filed  by  21  persons  and  13  awards  were  approved  by  the  VA. 
These  awards  represented  a  total  income  to  these  recipients  of 
$9,787  in  the  past  year.  Eight  claims  were  denied  for  various 
reasons,  one  was  reinstated  and  six  others  are  still  in  process  of 
determination. 

Our  records  indicate  that  there  were  875  personal  contacts 
at  this  office  and  785  telephone  calls  concerning  veterans'  benefits.

The  following  is  the  1967  Annual  Report: 


From  the  inception  of  Medicaid  in  September  1966  until  June 
1967  public  response  to  the  program  was  almost  negative,  and  rath- 
er disappointing  to  those  who  worked  so  tirelessly  to  make  it  a 
reality  in  this  State,  particularly  the  State  Welfare  Department. 

Therefore,  on  July  first,  in  order  to  remove  the  stigma  of  wel- 
fare, which  they  felt  was  the  main  deterrent  to  the  program's  suc- 
cess, application  methods  were  greatly  simplified,  extensive  pub- 
licizing  of  the  program  was  imdertaken  and  thousands  of  informa- 
tional pamphlets  were  widely  distributed.  All  this  effort  soon 
brought  about  a  tremendous  influx  of  applications  and  skyrocketing 
costs.  Funds  were  becoming  depleted  and  the  program,  which 
lacked  proper  control  became  severely  criticized.  A  slight  inclina- 
tion toward  curbing  the  program  to  some  degree  is  now  in  evidence. 

The  October  third  enactment  of  Chapter  658  of  the  Acts  of 
1967  to  reorganize  this  Department,  provides  for  the  direct  Admin- 
istration of  the  Public  Welfare  System  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  as  of  July  1,  1968  the  State  is  expected  to  take 
over  all  Welfare  Costs.  However,  regardless  of  who  administers 
the  program,  it  will  continue  to  be  financed  by  public  taxes  in  one 
form  or  another. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  its  staff  members 
for  their  interest  in  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  serving  the  Town's 
indigent  honestly  and  intelligently. 

The  Board  wishes  also,  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and  all  the  Town  Departments  for 
their  cooperation.

Site  and  Building  Committee

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  1966  Town  Meeting  your 
Board  appointed  the  School  Needs  Committee.  The  members  of 
this  committee  were: 

F.  Norman  Fountain,  Flynt  Street,  Palmer 
Patrick  F.  Landers,  Jr.,  39  Squier  Street,  Palmer 
Dr.  William  Riley,  Longview  Street,  Palmer 
Alphonse  J.  Lasota,  Main  Street,  Thorndike 
Dominick  Machnik,  Pleasant  Street,  Three  Rivers 
William  F.  Moran,  26  Overlook  Drive,  Three  Rivers 
Joseph  S.  Les,  Palmer  Road,  Bondsville. 

William  F.  Moran  served  as  chairman  and  F.  Norman  Fountain 
as  secretary. 

This  committee  completed  a  one  year  study  of  the  school  prob- 
lem in  Palmer  and  filed  its  report  on  April  18,  1967.  The  report 
cited  the  critical  need  for  additional  classroom  space.  It  concluded 
tiiat  a  new  high  school  should  be  built  and  that  the  current  high 
school  should  become  a  middle  school. 

On  May  10,  1967,  the  School  Board  requested  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  School  Needs 
Coommittee.  This  request  was  complied  with  and  a  warrant  article 
was  included  in  the  June  special  Town  Meeting.  Authorization  for 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Site  and  Building  Committee 
V  as  voted  on  June  12,  1967. 

On  June  21.  1967  the  Board  appointed  the  following  citizens 
to  a  Palmer  High  School  Site  and  Building  Committer 
Joseph  T.  Kaczmarczyk,  75  Cabot  Street,  Palmer 
Bruce  S.  French,  158  Thorndike  Street,  Palmer 
F.  Norman  Fountain,  Flynt  Street,  Palmer 
Mrs.  Kathryn  M.  Flaherty,  10  Squier  Street,  Palmer. 
Edward  J.  Drozdowski,  58  Church  Street,  Thorndike 
Charles  C.  Reagan,  11  Belchertown  Street,  Three  Rivers 
Ladislaus  A.  Baldyga,  10  Prospect  Street,  Three  Rivers 
Chester  G.  Motyka,  Baptist  Hill,  Three  Rivers 
Charles  D.  Pranaitis,  72  South  Main  Street,  Bondsville. 

Joseph  T.  Kaczmarczyk  was  elected  chairman.  Charles  D.  Pra- 
naitis was  elected  vice-chairman  and  Mrs.  Flaherty,  secretary. 

The  committee  spent  July  and  August  viewing  some  fifteen 
sites  of  approximately  one  hundred  acres  that  would  be  sufficient 
by  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  standards  for  the 
high  school  and  allow  for  a  possible  additional  school  on  the  site  in 
the  future.  This  is  recommended  because  land  values  usually  rise 
in  an  area  v/here  schools  are  constructed.  The  fifteen  sites  were 
reduced  to  five  sites  which  were  rescored  by  the  committee.  The 
committee  unanimously  selected  an  area  of  approximately  100-125 
acres  on  Palmer  Road,  Bondsville  as  the  ideal  site  for  the  school. 
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School  Building  Assistance  Commission  chief  plant  specialist 
William  Black  toured  the  five  sites  and  scored  them.  He  then  re- 
commended this  Palmer  Road,  Bondsville  site  to  the  committee  as 
the  most  desirable. 

The  School  Site  and  Building  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  presented  this  information  to  them.  The  school 
building  committee  requested  that  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  Sep- 
tember 30,  1967  Town  Meeting  requesting  funds  for  preliminary 
architectural  planning.  The  sum  of  $10,000  was  voted  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Sixteen  nationally  prominent  school  architects  were  scheduled 
for  interviews.  The  architectural  fee  is  a  standardized  sum  accord- 
ing to  the  rates  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  It  costs 
the  community  nothing  extra  to  have  the  services  of  the  best  pro- 
fessionals in  the  field.  Six  of  these  architectural  firms  were  sche- 
duled for  a  second  interview.  Two  finalists  were  selected  and  the 
committee  visited  schools  designed  by  them. 

On  December  21,  1967,  Chairman  Kaczmarczyk  announced  the 
selection  of  Warren  H.  Ashley  of  West  Hartford  as  the  architect 
for  the  new  school.  Ashley's  distinctions  include  one  of  the  highest 
commendations  in  United  States  architecture.  The  First  Honor 
Award  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  Design,  economy  of 
construction,  and  adaptation  of  plan  to  the  terrain  were  the  features 
cited  in  his  award  winning  entry,  the  only  educational  building 
among  the  twelve  honored  in  that  year. 

Ashley  and  his  site  engineers  visited  the  proposed  site  in 
December.  They  outlined  the  areas  that  they  would  suggest  using 
for  the  school  building  and  the  recreational  facilities.  They  were 
enthusiastic  about  the  site  and  its  possibilities.  They  felt  that  they 
would  be  able  to  design  an  exciting  educational  building  for  the 
community. 

The  committee  requested  a  warrant  article  be  included  in  the 
1968  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  for  the  land- 
taking. 

The  Building  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  alarmed 
at  the  critical  classroom  shortage  that  has  developed  in  Palmer, 
have  assisted  and  co-operated  in  maintaining  an  efficiently  co- 
ordinated time  schedule.  If  the  townspeople  vote  to  take  the  land 
site  at  the  February  Town  Meeting,  it  is  possible  to  have  the 
new  high  school  by  1970. 

Factors  to  be  considered  in  the  pressing  need  for  the  new 
school  are: 

1  The  high  school  will  be  77  over  its  capacity  in  September,  1968. 
Every  room  and  laboratory  is  in  use.  The  abandoned  classrooms 
in  the  basement  of  the  old  building  have  been  placed  in  use  to 
ease  the  situation. 

2.  Three  new  classrooms  are  being  prepared  for  elementary  school 
pupils  in  Bondsville  for  September.  There  are  no  more  elemen- 
tary classrooms  available  in  any  school  building.  The  School 
Committee  will  have  to  use  portable  classrooms  or  double  ses- 
sions in  the  future. 

3.  Our  school  children  are  not  receiving  the  educational  advantages 
available  in  the  surrounding  communities  because  of  the  lack  of 
facilities  to  adopt  the  new  educational  programs. 
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4.  It  is  less  expensive  to  build  now  than  it  will  be  in  the  future. 
There  is  no  indication  that  there  will  be  a  decrease  in  building 
costs. 

5.  The  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  will  approve  at  least 
a  40  per  cent  construction  and  site  development  cost  reimburse- 
ment.  Federal  funds  will  also  be  available  toward  the  cost  of 
equipping  specialized  instructional  areas.  The  committee  will 
apply  for  all  state  and  federal  funds  that  are  now  available  and 
and  may  become  available  in  the  future. 

The  committee  urges  the  townspeople  to  study  this  report,  to 
recognize  the  need  for  the  building  and  to  vote  favorably  on  the 
article  for  the  land-taking  at  the  February  Town  Meeting.  The  com- 
mittee has  worked  with  one  though  in  mind  —  to  conscientiously 
recommend  what  it  feels  will  be  best  for  the  general  educational 
benefit  for  the  entire  community. 

It  sincerely  hopes  that  the  voters  in  their  intelligence  and 
wisdom  will  cooperate  with  and  support  the  efforts  of  the  commit- 
tee.

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Annual  School  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  my  sixth 
annual  report,  the  seventy-fifth  school  report  of  the  town. 

Philosophy 

The  Palmer  Public  Schools  have  been  noted  for  providing 
quality  education  for  EVERY  school  child.  Statistics  for  the 
1967  graduating  class  bear  out  this  fact. 

Some  70  per  cent  of  the  graduating  class  of  155  pupils  are 
attending  a  school  of  higher  education.  Thirty-three  per  cent 
are  attending  four-year  colleges;  37  per  cent  are  attending  junior 
colleges,  nursing  schools,  vocational  and  technical  schools.  In 
addition,  22  per  cent  have  been  placed  in  employment;  and  8 
per  cent  have  joined  the  military. 

A  breakdown  by  students  shows  that  51  are  in  four-year 
colleges,  24  in  two-year  colleges,  3  in  three-year  colleges,  7  in 
nursing  schools,  20  in  vocational  and  technical  training  programs, 
4  in  post-graduate  work,  12  in  the  armed  f  orces,  and  34  in  employ- 
ment. 

It  should  be  noted  that  many  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
two  or  three-year  college  programs  are  there  for  the  express 
purpose  of  continuing  on  to  a  four-year  college. 

Our  philosophy  on  college-bound  students  is  that  we  will  find 
a  college  for  every  student  who  fs  serious  about  his  desire  to 
attend  one. 

For  the  purpose  of  emphasis,  we  repeat  that  we  shall  continue 
to  educate  our  children  in  depth.  It  is  our  belief  that  each  child 
should  get  a  thorough  foundation  in  the  "three  R's"  as  well  as 
English  grammar,  literature,  history,  geography,  science,  the  fine 
arts,  and  languages.  To  this  end  we  shall  strive  to  provide  each 
pupil  with  the  tools  and  skills  he  needs  to  be  a  cultured,  produc- 
tive, and  patriotic  American. 

We  must  remember  that  our  schools  exist  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  an  environment  in  which  each  student  may  develop 
his  full  potential.  To  this  end  we  share  this  function  with  the 
home,  the  church,  and  the  community,  keeping  in  mind  always 
that  the  child  belongs  to  the  parents  and  not  to  the  schools. 

Progress  Report 

The  year  1967  was  another  eventful  one  for  the  Palmer 
Public  Schools. 

Our  reading  program  continues  to  progress  with  constant 
emphasis  on  reading  skills,  techniques,  and  developmental  reading. 
This  program  has  now  been  integrated  into  all  eight  elementary 
grades. 

The  history  and  geography  program  instituted  two  years 
ago  has  now  been  integrated  into  all  grades  four  through  eight, 
and  its  emphasis  is  proceeding  according  to  plan. 

The  new  spelling  series  adopted  last  year  has  been  placed 
in  all  elementary  grades  two  through  eight. 
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The  new  Modern  Mathematics  program  is  completely 
integrated  and  continues  to  show  signs  of  progress. 

The  new  science  series  adopted  last  year  has  now  been 
placed  in  all  elementary  grades. 

We  are  continuing  to  update  our  dictionarj'  program  by 
adding  them  as  needed  in  the  various  grades. 

Evaluations  of  our  present  programs  are  continuing. 
Department  heads  in  the  High  School  are  continuing  their 
cooperation  with  our  elementary  committees,  principals,  and 
Directors  of  Elementary  Education. 

Workshops  in  English,  Spelling,  Dictionary  Usage,  and  Audio- 
Visual  Techniques  were  successfully  conducted. 

We  have  expanded  our  departmentalization  work  to  include 
grades  five  and  six  in  some  schools.  We  hope  to  complete  this 
program  in  all  schools  within  a  few  years. 

Our  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  programs  are 
continuing  to  operate  successfully. 

The  updating  of  our  cafeterias  is  continuing.  This  year, 
paneling  was  installed  in  two  schools.  In  addtion,  garbage 
disposals  were  added  to  four  schools.  Minor  remodeling  was  done 
in  all  cafeterias. 

The  updating  of  supplementary  reading  books  in  each  class- 
rooms is  continuing.  The  High  School  library  is  being  used  every 
period  of  every  day,  both  by  research  students  and  for  classroom 
use. 

This  year  a  full-time  instrumental  teacher  was  added.  Com- 
bined with  the  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Musical  Services, 
we  now  have  a  coordinated  program  in  music. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act,  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Act,  and  the  Title  I  Summer  Program  continue  to  aid 
in  strengthening  our  programs  in  guidance,  business,  science, 
foreign  languages,  history,  geography,  reading,  etc. 

High  School  department  heads  are  continuing  to  meet  regular- 
ly with  their  staffs  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  and  updating 
their  programs. 

Grade-level  meetings,  teachers'  meetings,  and  staff  meetings 
are  held  regularly  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating  our  program. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Palmer  Schools  Survey  are 
being  reviewed  and  studied  continually. 

School  Building 

The  Regional  Vocational  School  District  Planning  Committee 
has  been  meeting  regularly  with  representatives  of  Monson,  Ware, 
Warren,  Hardwick,  Belchertown,  North  Brookfield,  West  Brook- 
field  and  New  Braintree.  Their  proposal  for  forming  a  regional 
vocational-technical  school  will  be  presented  to  all  towns  for  voter 
approval  on  February  26,  1968.  This  school  is  a  MUST  for  this 
region  and  deserves  your  support.  With  federal  and  state  reim- 
bursements, the  construction  and  operating  costs  will  be  amazing- 
ly small  for  the  benefits  received. 

The  Palmer  High  School  Site  and  Building  Committee  formed 
as  a  result  of  the  report  of  the  School  Needs  Committee  has  moved 
rapidly  towards  its  objective.  An  article  for  the  acquisition  of 
land  will  be  presented  at  the  annual  town  meeting  on  February 
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12,  1968.  This  article  deserves  your  whole-hearted  support,  as 
classroom  space  is  becoming  critical.  We  MUST  have  a  new 
building  soon.  Any  delay  will  only  increase  the  cost  to  the  town 
in  the  future. 

Both  of  the  committees  mentioned  above  should  be  compli- 
mented for  their  hard  work  and  devotion  to  the  idea  of  providing 
the  best  education  possible  for  the  youth  of  our  town. 

Personnel  Changes 

On  the  secondary  level,  two  new  teachers  were  added  to  take 
care  of  our  increased  enrollment  and  our  expanded  curriculum. 

On  the  elementay  level,  three  new  teachers  were  added  to 
take  care  of  our  increased  enrollment.  In  addition,  an  elementary 
guidance  counselor,  an  adjustment  counselor,  and  an  instrumental 
music  teacher  were  added. 

In  September,  our  new  Director  and  Coordinator  of  Elemen- 
tary Education  assumed  his  new  position.  A  short  report  of  his 
work  will  be  incorporated  into  this  report. 

Palmer  had  a  turnover  of  eighteen  teachers  during  the  past 
year.  Miss  Dorothy  Hartnett,  a  devoted  teacher  and  teaching 
principal  for  many  years,  retired.  Her  loss  will  be  felt  for  years 
to  come.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Frances  Magni,  a  teacher  at  Quabaug 
School,  retired. 

Of  the  remaining  sixteen  teachers  that  left  our  system,  only 
two  were  on  tenure.  One  of  these  left  to  get  married.  The  other 
teachers  all  had  less  , than  three  years'  experience.  We  were  able 
to  replace  them  with  able,  conscientious  people.  We  are  sure 
that  the  staff  of  the  Palmer  School  System,  through  their  sense 
of  loyalty  and  dedication,  will  enable  us  to  carry  on  our  high 
traditions. 

Department  Heads 

On  the  high  school  level,  we  now  have  department  heads 
appointed  in  science,  social  studies,  foreign  languages,  English, 
business,  mathematics,  musical  services,  and  art  services.  The 
last  two  were  added  this  year.  To  complete  our  program  of  co- 
ordinating department  heads,  we  need  only  to  add  vocational 
training  and  physical  education.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  can  be 
accomplished  soon. 

Summer  Programs 

For  the  past  two  sum_mers,  Palmer  has  been  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  operate,  under  Title  I,  a  remedial  reading  course  for  some 
sixty-five  educationally  deprived  youngsters.  We  have  found 
that  this  course  has  been  very  beneficial  to  these  youngsters. 

In  addition,  a  privately  conducted  course  in  mathematics 
was  held  on  the  high  school  level  for  pupils  needing  extra  help 
in  mathematics. 

It  is  my  feeling  that  we  should  begin  to  look  to  the  future 
operation  of  a  public  summer  school  in  all  requested  areas. 

Enrollments 

Our  enrollments  in  both  the  elementary  and  the  High  School 
are  still  increasing.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  passed 
the  capacity  figure  for  the  High  School.  All  elementary  class- 
rooms are  presently  in  use  except  three  in  Bondsville.  These 
will  be  absorbed  in  1968.    With  the  present  limitation  of  30  or 
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less  pupils  in  a  classroom  in  all  grades  two  through  eight  and 
25  in  grades  one,  we  are  definitely  going  to  need  space  for  the 
school  year  1969-1970, 

During  the  past  year,  our  elementary  enrollment  has  increased 
by  over  120  pupils.  This,  in  itself,  would  mean  four  classrooms 
on  a  ba3is  of  30  to  a  classroom. 

All  of  the  above  has  led  to  the  necessity  of  transporting 

pupils  between  the  villages.  The  pupils  and  the  parents  are  to  be 
commended  for  accepting  this  additional  hardship. 

Salaries 

Ijnder  the  Collective  Bargaining  Act,  the  School  Committee 
must  now  negotiate  with  three  groups:  the  administrators  (with 
the  exception  of  the  Superintendent),  the  teachers,  and  the 
custodians.  This  leaves  only  the  office  personnel  and  the  cafeteria 
personnel  as  groups  that  are  not  negotiating  directly  with  the 
School  Committee.  These  two  groups  are  still  negotiating  through 
the  Superintendent. 

At  this  time,  salaries  for  the  custodians,  the  teachers,  and 
the  administrative  staff  have  not  been  settled.  It  is  my  hope 
that  these  negotiations  can  be  completed  soon. 

The  Palmer  School  Commttee  has  been  noted  for  its  fairness 
in  salaries  in  the  past.  I  am  sure  that  schedules  finally  adopted 
will  enable  Palm.er  to  stay  in  competitive  position. 

Federal  Funds 

Palmer  was  fortunate  to  receive  100  per  cent  reimbursement 
on  the  following  projects  for  the  sums  indicated:

In  addition,  Palmer  received  50  per  cent  reimbursements  as 
follows  in  academic  areas:  Secondary  History,  $594.47;  Secondary 
Mathematics,  $620.22;  Secondary  English,  $225.36;  Arts  and 
Humanities,  $280.10;  Foreign  Languages,  $627.72;  Guidance, 
$1,644.98;  Elementary  Geography,  $948.83;  Elementary  History, 
$887.06;  Elementary  English,  $696.40;  Elementary  Mathematics, 
$643.00;  and  Elementary  Reading,  $1,498.82. 

In  summary.  Palmer  received  reimbursements  of  $38,022.71 
in  service  and  supplies  for  an  expenditure  of  $8,666.96. 

In  addition,  we  received  many  items  under  our  Surplus 
Property  Program. 
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Elementary  School  Report 

Roger  Morell,  Director  of  Elementary  Education 

The  elementary  schools  in  Palmer  recognize  the  individuality 
of  each  child  and  deem  it  our  responsibility  and  privilege  to 
provide  increasingly  more  stimulating  environments  and  greater 
opportunities  for  our  children  to  develop  to  the  fullest  extent 
a  knowledge  of  the  basic  fundamental,  physical  skills,  aesthetic 
appreciations,  good  health  habits,  social  skills,  and  an  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  our  heritage.  Our  efforts  continually 
to  reassess  and  improve  our  curricula,  materials,  equipment, 
physical  facilities,  and  personnel  are  with  this  goal  as  the  objec- 
tive. 

To  follow  this  direction  of  endeavor,  continual  inquiry  and 
activity  are  necessary  at  all  levels  and  in  all  phases  of  public 
education.  The  direction  that  this  activity  and  inquiry  have  taken 
during  the  past  four  months  is  indicated  by  the  following  criteria 
information: 

1.  Curriculum  committees  have  been  oganized  at  each  grade 
level  with  sub-committees  engaged  in  specific  areas  to  analyze 
our  current  position  and  include  those  methods,  ideas,  and 
materials  which  are  evolving  as  improvements  in  the  art  of 
teaching.  This  information  is  being  recorded  in  a  logical  sequen- 
tial manner  for  assembly  as  a  complete  curriculum  guide  for 
every  classroom  teacher. 

2.  A  new  music  book  series  and  correlated  audio  program 
were  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  this  school  year. 

3.  The  English  program  has  been  improved  with  the  adoption 
of  a  new  text  for  grades  three  through  six,  introducing  children 
to  the  current  linguistic  approach. 

4.  The  elementary  guidance  counselor  has  begun  a  program 
of  testing  and  counseling  at  the  seventh  and  eight-grade  levels 
which  will  be  extended  and  expanded  as  time  permits  and  as 
specific  needs  become  apparent. 

5.  The  school  adjustment  counselor  has  established  procedures 
and  techniques  for  counseling  those  children  who  appear  to  be 
having  difficulty  in  adjusting  to  the  school  situation,  referred  to 
her  through  teachers,  parents,  and  the  administration. 

6.  Classroom  libraries  for  supplementary  reading  books  are 
being  expanded  and  updated  with  books  recommended  for 
elementary  use  by  the  American  Library  Association. 

7.  The  new  reading  series  and  the  correlated  visual  aid  pro- 
gram are  now  being  used  in  all  elementary  grades. 

8.  The  instrumental  program  has  been  enthusiastically 
received  by  the  community  with  over  100  pupils  participating. 

9.  Positions  for  three  reading  remediation  supervising  teach- 
ers have  been  approved  for  next  year.  These  teachers  will  aid 
and  supplement  classroom  teachers  in  reading  instruction  at  the 
primary  level  initially  and  extending  through  the  upper  grades 
as  their  schedules  expand. 

10.  A  survey  concerning  speech  and  hearing  defects  has  been 
taken  in  the  elementary  grades  with  the  assistance  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Education  which  indicates  a  need  for  a 
specialist  in  this  area.  A  position  of  this  nature  has  been 
approved  for  the  1968-1969  school  year. 
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11.  A  cooperative  teaching  plan  has  been  introduced  on  a 
trial  basis  in  two  classrooms  for  more  intensive  individualization 
of  instruction.  This  pilot  plan  will  be  evaluated  further  through- 
out the  year. 

12.  In-service  training  workshops  have  been  held  in  English, 
music,  and  reading,  with  a  demonstration  of  the  use  of  tape 
recorders  and  related  materials  to  supplement  the  reading  pro- 
gram. 

13.  Federally  funded  projects  have  been  submitted  in  all 
academic  areas,  with  approval  already  received  for  the  science 
curriculum.   Others  are  pending  at  this  time. 

14.  An  elementary  analysis  of  future  school  population 
indicated  an  annual  projected  growth  requiring  three  additional 
classrooms  for  1968-1969.  This  indicated  need  will  be  satisfied 
by  the  use  of  the  last  three  available  rooms  in  the  svstem.  w^ich 
are  located  at  the  Bondsville  School.  As  the  gowth  of  Palmer 
continues,  available  space  in  our  present  physical  plants  will  be 
non-existant. 

Future  considerations  will  include  a  continuation  of  many  of 
the  previously  mentioned  processes  with  special  emphasis  on 
evaluating  and  recommending  organizational  plans,  teaching 
methods,  materials,  equipment,  and  personnel  for  continued 
improvement  in  individualizing  instruction,  thereby  encouraging 
each  individual  child  to  learn  at  his  rate  and  to  his  fullest  capa- 
cities. 

Appreciation  is  due  to  the  School  Committee  for  its  full 
cooperation  and  to  the  various  town  departments,  community 
organizations  and  associations,  parents,  and  staff  for  continued 
cooperative  efforts  for  excellence  in  the  Palmer  Elementary 
Schools.

Budget 

The  1968  budget  represents  an  increase  of  $215,492.  Prim- 
arily, this  increase  is  due  to  new  salary  schedules  for  all  per- 
sonnel in  the  system. 

The  total  increase  amounts  to  about  21.3  per  cent,  which 
compares  favorably  with  increases  in  other  school  systems. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  School  Department  to  operate  the 
schools  as  efficiently  and  economically  as  possible  without  sacri- 
ficing any  necessary  educational  objectives.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Palmer,  Massachusetts 

Action  and  progress  has  characterized  the  educational  efforts 
of  the  Palmer  School  Committee  during  the  year  1967. 

The  School  Committee  members  do  not  delude  themselves 
nor  do  they  wish  to  deceive  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer 
by  telling  them  that  every  child  within  our  system  is  receiving 
the  best  education  possible  according  to  the  limits  of  the  child's 
ability  This  is  not  true.  As  long  as  there  are  pupils  in  our 
elementary  and  high  school  systems  who  lack  reading  skills  and 
abilities,  who  are  perceptually,  emotionally  and  socially  handi- 
capped, who  have  need  for  specialized  programming  that  is  not 
yet  available,  we  are  failing  to  provide  quality  education  and 
equal  educational  opportunity  for  each  and  every  child. 

The  School  Committee  is  aware  of  these  problems  and  its 
obligation  to  solve  them.  It  intends  to  works  just  as  swiftly  as 
possible  to  provide  for  these  and  other  needs  in  our  school 
system.  They  will  be  met  by  a  continuing  program  of  action 
and  progress. 

Some  gigantic  strides  have  taken  place  within  our  system 
during  the  past  year.  Roger  J.  Morrell  was  appointed  Director 
and  Coordinator  of  Elementary  Education.  This  was  the  first 
time  such  a  position  had  been  created.  Its  purpose  was  to 
organize  and  unify  the  elementary  system  so  that  equal  education 
for  our  pupils  would  exist  in  each  and  every  grade. 

The  first  steps  in  a  more  effective  elementary  guidance 
program  were  taken  when  the  positions  of  an  adjustment  counselor 
and  a  vocational  counselor  were  added  to  the  staff.  The  adjust- 
ment counselor  will  work  to  help  solve  the  problems  of  the 
failing  students  and  to  assist  in  identifying  at  an  early  age  the 
potential  dropouts  so  that  they  too  may  be  rescued.  The  voca- 
tional counselor  will  advise  in  greater  depth  than  has  been 
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previously  possible  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  as  to 
their  potential  vocational  abilities.  This  should  get  more  students 
on  the  right  track  as  they  enter  high  school. 

The  overcrowding  of  our  current  classrooms  and  the  fact 
that  all  available  elementary  and  high  school  classrooms  will  be 
occupied  in  September  of  1968  has  not  escaped  the  School  Com- 
mittee's attention.  In  May  it  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  insert  a  warrant  article  for  a  new  high  school.  The  School 
Commitee  agreed  with  the  report  of  the  School  Needs  Committee 
that  the  construction  of  a  new  high  school  and  the  use  of  the 
present  high  school  as  a  middle  school  would  be  the  best 
immediate  solution  to  Palmer's  space  problem. 

An  instrumental  music  teacher  was  added  to  the  staff  to 
instruct  pupils  in  the  various  band  and  orchestra  instruments 
in  all  of  the  schools  on  a  released  time  basis.  More  than  100 
students  are  now  involved  in  this  program.  Their  presentation 
at  the  Christmas  festival  was  splendid  evidence  of  the  success 
of  this  new  adventure. 

The  entire  School  Committee  participated  in  the  contract 
negotiations  with  the  teachers,  the  administrators,  and  the  custo- 
dians. The  provisions  of  the  Collective  Bargaining  Act  has 
resulted  in  the  Committee  spending  long  hours  resolving  the 
problem  of  wages,  hours  and  conditions  of  employment. 

The  School  Committee  has  authorized  additional  new  faculty 
positions  for  September  of  1968.  These  include  three  remedial 
reading  supervising  teachers  in  additon  to  a  speech  and  hearing 
therapist.  This  is  another  part  of  the  action  and  progress  theme 
of  the  School  Committee. 

Applications  have  been  submitted  to  the  various  state  and 
federal  agencies  for  funds  that  are  available  to  reduce  the  educa- 
tional cost  to  the  community.  Palmer  has  received  substantial 
help  from  these  sources.  This  has  permitted  local  funds  to  be 
used  in  other  essential  areas. 

A  tremendous  change  is  taking  place  in  the  educational  field 
throughout  the  entire  country  as  well  as  in  Palmer.  The  demands 
of  the  times  and  the  surge  of  the  community's  favorable  attitude 
toward  filling  our  educational  needs  are  unmistakable. 

Today  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  involved  in  public  education 
and  your  School  Committee  is  actively  meeting  the  challenges 
that  face  it.
